MANILA  (AP)— Two  Americans  were  eentenced 
yesterday  to  10  to  17  years  in  prison  for  the  at* 
tempted  murder  of  an  Indian  Embassy  official.  They 
said  they  were  Innocent  and  would  appeal. 

Steven  Michael  Dwyer,  28,  of  Wichita.  Kan.,  and 
Victoria  Sheppard,  3L  of  Maryland,  also  were  or- 
dered to  pay  the  victim,  Jyoti  Sarup  Vaid,  $13333 
plus  the  cost  of  the  three-month  trial. 

Vaid  was  slabbed  Feb.  7 by  three  assailants.  Dur- 
ing the  trial,  the  accused  admitted  they  were  at  the 
scene  hut  denied  any  part  in  the  stabbing.

Various  members  of  this  group  handed  out  a printed  letter 
captioned,  "Political  Prisoner  Held  After  Acquittal".  The 
demonstration  lasted  approximately  one  hour  and  involved  no 
disruption  of  any  activities  of  the  Government  of  India  Tourist 
Office  or  activities  of  the  general  public.  Three  AM  members 
who  signed  a register  as  Jesse  Kramer,  Loneita  Pitkin,  and 
Deborah  Hight  were  permitted  to  enter  the  aforementioned  address 
and  were  escorted  to  the  Government  of  India  Tourist  Office  suite. 
These  AM  members  created  no  disturbance  and  were  subsequently 
escorted  from  the  building.  On  July  26,  1978,  the  Government 
of  India  Tourist  Office,  Los  Angeles,  California,  received  a 
copy  of  a "News  Release"  which  was  sent  through  the  United 
States  Mail  by  Loneita  Pitkin.

An  IndUn  diplomat  remains  in 
serious  condrlion  today  after  being 
Stabbed  last  night  as  he  departed  the 
Indian  Embassy  supply  misssion»  ac- 
cording to  District  police  and  the 
FBI,  who  are  investigating  the  case 
as  a possible  act  of  political  terror- 
ism. 

Silla  Koteawar,  36,  a commercial 
attache,  had  just  left  the  embassy's 
supply  mission  at  2536  Massachusetts 
Avc.  hTW  when  workers  heard  some- 
one  scream.  “Police!** 

When  officials  opened  thd  front 
door,  police  said,  Koteswar  stumbled 
Into  tne  mission,  pleading  with  col- 
leagues to  remove  two  knives  that 
were  embedded  in  his  body. 

A Bowie-atyle  bunting  icnife  arith 
an  ejght-inch  blade  and  a smaller, 
four-inch  blade,  were  m Koteswar'a 
right  lower  back  and  right  neck,  po- 


A spokesman  for  the  embassy  said 
Koteswar  told  embassy  officials 
shortly  after  the  attack  that  he  was 
on  his  yuy  to  his  car  in  the  parking 
lot  behina  the  building  when  a man 
he  did  not  recognize  stabbed  him 
without  warning  or  provocation. 

O.N.  Sheopuri,  the  embassy's 
press  counselor,  said  he  suspects  the 
assailant  Is  a member  of  the  Univer- 
sal Revolutionary  Proutlst  , Move- 
ment, which  he  said  has  mailed 
threatening  tetters  to  the  embassy. 

"We  suspect  they  are  carrrylng 
out  their  threats,"  Sheopuri  said, 
adding  that  "we  have  no  clues  why 
they  would  choose  him  (Koteswar)." 

Sheopuri  claimed  that  the  revolu- 
tionary movement  was  a "front  for 
the  A^nda  Marga,"  which  has  been 
described  in  newt  reports  as  an 
oppostion  group  to  the  Indian  govern- 
ment formerly  headed  by  Indire 
Gandhi. 

"It  waa  no  robbe^."  Sheopuri  in- 
sisted, recalling  similar  incidents 
which  he  said  occurred  over  the  last 
few  months  at  diplomatic  missions  in
